FUNERAL SERVICE HELD. 


Solemn Ceremony Is. Celebrated at 
Hofxburz In Vienna, 


VIENNA, July 4.—In the presence 
of Emperor Francis Joseph, the new 
helr to the throne — the Archduke 
Charles Francia Joseph—-many arch- 
dukes and archduchesses, cabinet 
ministers, diplomats and high mili- 
tary and civil officials, funeral ser- 
vices for the Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand and bis wife, the Duchess of 
Hohenbderg, who were assassinated 
last week, ‘were held in the chapel of 
the Hofburg yesterday afternoon. 

Emperor Francis J h-and the 
members of the imperta! 
assembled In the Gobelin 
Hofburg and proceeded then 
chapel. The aged emperor a 
new heir apparent to the throne oc- 
cupled seats on the oratorium above 
the right alde of tho high altar, while 
the ambaosadors had places on the 
left. Twenty members of the corps 
of Gentiemen at Arms in gorgeous 
uniforms stood at attention at the 
sides of the catafalque. 

The ecclesiastical procession, wher 
the emperor and the Imperial family 
had taken their seals, came slowly 
down the aisle, headed by the court 
master of ceremonies and twenty 
acolytes carrying lighted candles and 
took ptaces at the sides of the coffina. 
The Cardinal Prince Pim, Archbishop 

f Vienna, assisted by two bishops, 
oMctated at the service, which was 

ry brief. The only music was an 
anthem, which was beautufily sung 
by the court choir, composed entirely 
of boys. 

Later In the evening the children 
of the archduke,and duchess, accom- 
panled'by the Countess Chotek, pro- 
ceeded to the chapel and prayed by 
the side of the coffins of their par- 
ents.

_ TEMPERANCE AND POLITICS

tells will not worry. because the more or

are not yet very old, says tho Mont- 
real Gasette, can remember when 
drinking was. much more gencral than 
it is today In Canada, and when people 
of what is now Ontario wero possibly 
the heaviest drinkers of tho whole. 
Even fifty years ago there was in every 
group of counties a distillery depend- 
j ing for its Susiness on local, consump- 
tion, and the long roads which the 
farmers used to bring their produce to 
market and the stage lines to carry 
both freight and travellers were mark- 
ed every five miles or so by taverns 
where red whiskey was sold at two 
pence a glass and a good profit mader 
Now,. though distilleries are larger 
than in the past days, they are fewer 
in-number, the province having but 
half a dozen in its limits. Where there 
used to be a tavern in every hamlet, 
there are now township after township 
_ewithout a licensed bar room, ‘dnd it 
might bo possibile te travel through 
the province from end to end without 
passing out of ‘dry’ territory. Law 
contributed to this only in a secondary 
way. The beginning of the revolution 
was in the voluntary action of individ- 
uals. Men out of their own experience 
learned that to do the best they could 
for themselves they must be sober. The 
stronger ones applied the Icsson to 
their own conduct and tho weaker 
Jearned from the stronger. In 1874 
the consumption of spirits per head of 
the population was almost two gallons 
a head.. Last year, when the figure 
” was unusually high, it was barcly 1% 
gallons. The consumption’ of beer, 
which in 1913 was 30 gallons a head in 
England, 10 gallons a head in Scot- 
land, and 22 gallons a head in Ireland, 
was 7 gallons in Canada. Canadians 
are among tho soberer peoples of the 
* Christian world. Nothing that has 
worked to make them so will ba weak- 
ened by what took place on June 29th. 
The moral forces and tho business re- 
quirements that make and call for sclf- 
control are working as they have heen 
for a generation past, and if they do 
not make men probibitionists for others 
they do make men temperate for them- 
selves; and men who are strong to con- 
trol themselves are better than those 
who have to be controlled by the con- 
stable. Temperance suffered nothing 
by tho rebuff of a political party only 
sone of whose members believed in its 
campaign cry. .

While the dictograph—or dictagraph 
—how s word so ill-mado is spelled 
doesn’t make any difference—was used 
only by policemen, detectives and pro- 
secuting officials for getting at tho se- 
erets of criminals, those of us who are 
really ont of that class wero not at-all 
disturbed by its existence.

‘A TEMPERANCE HOSTELRY 


Whiskey and beer galore, in a 

temperanco hotel, run, saya the report, 
by the temperance forces in the dry 
town of Collingwood, Ontario, and in 
restaurants. The real.temperance folk 
should not be held responsible for this 
act of a black sheep in:their flock. It 
shows, however, the difficultics of sup- 
pressing the liquor traffic, and the ne- 
cessity of a rigid enforcement of ‘the. 
law regulating the traffic, as it is be- 
ing carried out by'the Whitney Gov- 
ernment. This temperance hotel kocvp- 
er should be punished to the fullest ex- 
tent of the law, 
. Here is the account of the raid 
madé! upon the temperanco hotel and 
restaurant by the officers of the Li- 
cense Department: 


‘A bomb has been dropped in the 

temperance camp by a seizure of whis- 
key in the Globe Hotel at Collingwood, 
a hostelry. that is being conducted u 
der the auspices of the temperance 
forces to prove that it is possible to 
ron a first class hotel in a local option 
territory without the necestity of a 
bar. The news of the seizure has shock- 
ed the town. The manager of the hotel 
has been summoned to appear before 
the police magistrate to make an ex- 
planation, which is awaited with in- 
terest. 
“The License Department made a 
dead set upon Collingwood the other 
day, Seventeen officials under the 
guidance of Provincial Inspector 
Ayerst motored to the lake port and 
practically raided it. For some time it 
has been evident that there was plenty 
of liquor available in the supposedly 
dry spot. The result ‘of the visit was 
the finding of about 1,400 bottles of 
beer, in addition to a minor quantity 
of whiskey, The suspected restaurants 
were searched with the result that a 
lot of beer was found concealed on 
varjous premises. 

“Mr, Cook, a former hotel propri- 
etor, must account for 24 cases, and 
D. Stevenson, also a former hotel 
r, who now conducts a restaurant, 
had 50 tases on his place.

When a man of Dr. Alexis Carrel's 
eminence announces that’ the tissue of 
chick, which he has kept in a nourish- 
ing. medium’ outside the body for 
twenty-eight months, is “no longer 
subject to the influonce of timo’’—that 
is, that its cells are immortal—epecula- 
tiotls on the prolongation of life are in 
order. -This tissue, from which ¢ul- 
tures have been’ made through 358 
“generations,” is growing faster now 
than in.the beginning. The fragments 
usually double within forty-eight 
hours. If. animal tissues can be kept 
outside the organism in permanent 
life,'and ‘‘permanent” is the word Dr. 
Carrel uses, what may be done in keep- 
ing the tissue-built body alive? 

The blood and Iymph are notgthe 
best medis for growth, in itself con- 
sidered, They contain clements that 
actually prerent growth beyond a cer- 
tain point, and keep the parts and or- 
gans in subordination to the body az a 
whole; Rapid and continuous growth 
is not desirable except when the tissues 
are wasted, and then a means of cons 
trolling the process of repair is essen- 
tial. Rut tho secret of stimulating 
growth by the aid of an_ artificial 
“optimum medinm’’ when the recup- 
erative forces of the body are spent, 
as in illness and old age, should lie 
very close to the experiments Dr. Car- 
rel is making.

According to the Fire Inspection 
Department of the Board of Railway 
Commissioners, the railways through. 
ou the country are doing very much 
better this year in the matter of fire 
protection thun they have ever done 
before. There has heen closer com- 
pliance with the requirements of the 
Board, und a far greater degree of 
cooperation between’ the various 
agencies interested in fire preven- 
tion.

Lay it 
face down upon the paper on which 
the transferjs required and press both 
together evenly between the leaves of 
a thick book placed under welghts. In 
a time varying from half a minute to

“Balthabard has recently, told at 
the Society of Legal Medicine of the 
case of a lady killed by electric 
shock in her bathroom at the mo- 
ment when she was pressing the 
button of an electric bell. between 
the poles of which there was a dif- 
ference of potential of not more than 
110 volts, 

“In ordinary circumstances, owing 
to the great resistance of the human 
body, such a small electromotive 
force presents no great danger; but 
when the circuit contains, as In the 
case reported, a large surface of 
molst skin the resistance fails and 
more than 100 ‘milliamperes may 
pass through the organism, sufficient 
at this tenslon to produce death by 
tetanization of the respiratory mus- 
cles, 

“Currents of even 46 volts are 
dangerous In a bathroom. It should 
be remembered that currents of fee- 


ble intensity can produce a sudden } 


rise of arterial tension capable of 
causing sudden death in a person 
with a weak heart. 

“High tensions, enabling currents 
of 4 to S amperes to pass, bave quile 
a different effect. They do not gen- 
erally cause death, because the modl- 
fications of the tissue produced at 
the point of contact at once oppore 
a considerable realstance to the pas- 
sage of the current. The intensily 
within the organism {s not sufficient 
to cause tetanization of the respira- 
tory muscles, and the lesions are 
usually purely locai.””

Old Tom, a shark that has lived in 
the waters of Port Royal harbor, Ja- 
maica, for twenty years and is known 
to thousands of travellers and sea-go- 
ing men, was put to death by the is-| ¥' 
land authorities several weeks ago, ac- 
cording to officers of the schooner 
Caleb Martin, which arrived here yes- 
terday with cocoanuts from Kingston, 
The famous fish was one of the 
sights of the West Indies. He was to 
be seen every day in the clear waters 
of Port Royal and was fed.regularly by} 
the men of the British warship fleet 
stationed there. 

He preyed upon’ the other fish in 
the harbor and was equally as- quick 
in attacking human beings. His pres- 
ence ‘precluded the possibility of sea- 
bathing by the sailors and desertiona 
among the crew of the British war 
vessels were few, as none had the for- 
titade necessary to swim. ashore when 
Old Tom was in the vicinity. 

The ‘shark could always be found 
near. the warships and the boatloads 
of tourists who daily went out to ace 
him wero never’ disappointed. If he 
chanced to stray‘away for a few min- 
utes the lof beating‘of a tin pan 
would invariably bring him back:

In Territory Lost by the Turks Dur- 
tng the Balkan: Wer the Harem Is 
«. Passing Rapidly Ont of Existence 
—The Men “Also Havo’ Private 
. Quarters Called tho Selaralik—- 
Simple Furnishings Arc the Rule, 


One of the changes effected by the 
Balkan war is the gradual cllmina- 
ton of the harem from the territory* 
in-the Balkans which has passed 
from under Turkish contro}. 

There is scarcely an institution in 
the Orient In regard to which there 

are more misconceptions than the 
Turkish harem. It is the general 
opinion In the west that the harem 
has the average Turk may be of any 
size desired; that polygamy is Iimit- 
less all over Turkey and that there 
is virtually no social life. However, 
the home Iife of the average Moham- 
moden {fs ideal, and the share taken 
by the three wives (for at three the 
Mmit is set’ for everyone but the 
Sultan) in the: management of the 
household makes. the burden of good 
housekeeping so light that the Turk- 
inh dames vecessarily have time to 
idle and loli in the fashion in which 
we usually find them pictured. 

Tho real herem Js but seldom visit- 
ed by men outside the family. The 
men’s part of the house Is unique 
enoughy though, to repay e visit. To 
begin with, ono does not enter a 
Turkish homo directly from the bigh- 
way—in fact there are no doors 
opening upon the street. The house 
is built to face upon’a garden, sur- 
rounded by high walls and entered 
by a heavy gate. At this gate the 
knocker Is set and no one would 
+think of ontering without waiting 
lanawer*to the summons. This ts 
done in order that the Turkish wo- 
men, should there be any in the 
garden, may either let down their 
vells or retreat to cover. Wealtbier 
homes have‘a’ porter stationed just 
Outside the gateway to attend. the 
summons. 

Crossing the yard, one enters the 
home, the harem, or the selamlik, 
According as you are bound for the 
women’s or the .men’s apartments. 
Curiously enough, while the harem 
io mentioned abroad constantly, the 
selamlik, which fs quite as evident,

“Oulda” loved to assumo the airs 
and graces of a great lady.

CONTROL: MEASURES®:" f 
FOR ARMY WORM 


A circular from “Ottawa in describ- 
ing the army worm says: The army 
worm is a stout, sm2oth-bodied cater- 
pillar, blackish or brownish in color, 
with twa yellowish stripes, tinged 
with red, along each side. When fall 
grown it is about 1 1-3 inches long 
The adult is a moth’ which lays her 
eggs chiefly on grasa in low lands. 
The caterpillars themselves never Jay 
eggs or produce living young. The 
favorite food plants are grasses, tim 
othy, oats, corn and mullet. When 
food becomes scarce the worms move 
in enormous numbers in search of 
new feeding grounds. 

As the pest is being reported front 
numerous counties, every farmer 
shoutd examine his fields from time 
to time to see of they are being at- 
tacked. Hi the insects have become 
distributed over the field before hbe- 
ing noticed, the wisest course will be 
to cut the crep at once if it is timo- 
thy or grain and cure for hey, but if 
it is corn, scatter lightly through the 
field a poison mixture, made of 1 Ib. 
of paris green mized «thoroughly it: 
2% Ibs. of bran, and then - moister 
with water, sweetened with molasses. 
Make the mixture just moist enoug!: 
to fall through the fingers like saw- 
dust—not sloppy. ~ 

If the crop is threatened or attack. 
ed only in part, dig a trench imm=d- 
iately in front where the worms are- 
In the case where the crop is partly 
attacked, it will be tound gdvisable t 
cut a swath through the°grain, ‘ané 
take this off before the trench is dug 
The trench is often unsatisfactory, es 
pecially in clay soil, if itjis not pro- 
Ferly made. It should be at least 1% 
inches deep, in clay soil, with » 
straight clean side towards the crop 
fo be protected. Post-holes at least 
a foot in depth must be sunk ever 
15 feet in the bottom of | the trench. 
In sandy soil the trench works excel 
lently, but in clay soil it is often ad- 
visable as ‘an extra precaution tc

MME, CAILLAUX FREED. — 


Jury <Acquits Her of Murder of 
Gaston Calmette: 


PARIS, July 29.—Mme. Henriette 
Calllaux was last night acquitted by 
the jury in the Court of Assize of the 
wilful murder, on March 16 last, of 
Gaston Calmette, editor of The Fi- 
garo. The jury brought In its verdict 
after 50 minutes’ deliberation, and 
the announcements was followed by 
the wildest tumult. 

Mme, Caillaux tottered and fell up- 
on tho neck of her counsel, Fernand 
Labori, and embraced him. Her hair 
was undone and fell over her shoul- 
ders, her hat dropped to the floor. The 
spectators stood upon desks and 
chairs. “Caillaux, Labori,” and cries 
of “Caillaux, assassin,” merged into 
one, 

The din was deafening, Several 
groupe of barristers came to blows 
and the Republican Guards, in.an en- 
deavor to separate them, joined* in. 
the melee. The spectacle of Labori 
and Chenu, the latter counsel for the 
Calmette family, embracing each oth- 
er, calmed the tumult for a moment, 
but it was redoubled when they left 
with Mme. Caillaux. 

Failing to make himself beard, the 
presiding judge, followed by the oth- 
er judges, marched out of the room. 
The advocates took complete posses- 
sion of the court, some of them 
mounted the judge's desks and har- 
angued the crowd. The guards then 
cleared a portion of the court, and 
comparative quiet being re-establish- 
ed, Judge Albanel returned and read 
the Judgment, ordering the release of 
Mme. Calllaur.
